So they 
got me to work putuing up posters 
banners and doing all of the grunt 
work. After my third year there, | 
became the director of that program,’ 
Lopez said. He held that position 
while working a 40-hour-week job, 
and going to school full-ume 

‘It was just something that really 
interested me,” Lopez said. “I love 
programing lectures because it’s a great 
way to get people to see things thai they 
don’t normally get to see. It opens 
people's minds and gets them to talk 
ing; even if it's an angry discussion, it 
al least gets them thinking about the 
important issues.” 

Lopez’ sdedicaion for worang with 
students extends outside of UNIQUE 
Programs. He also serves as faculty 
advisor for MEChA. “Il spend a fot of 
my ume working with them and help 
ing them with thei projects 

The desire to make himself totally 
accessible to students needing help 
came Out Of Lopez's chiidhood, where 
he found very few people willing to 
help him in his pursunt of higher educa 
uon and expenence 

‘| didn’t always get a lot of help,” 
Lopez said. “I had my mom and dad 
there to support me, but they didn’t 
have the schooling to help me with 
certain things. My dad made it as far as 
the fifth grade and my mom finished 
high school,” Lopez said 

But Lopez did have a tew people 
through the years who helped him get 
ahead and who inspire him w make 
himself available to students now 

Lopez became the first person in his 
family to graduate trom college 

“TL want to help others like the few 
people who helped me. | also had to 
face the racism that is out there,” Lopez 
said. “| had a college counselor tell me 
when | got my letter of admittance to 

C Davis, ‘Good luck, | don't know uf 
you are going to make ut there.’ | felt 
like, well thanks for the support 

Now support is the prominent word 
in Lopez's philosophy 

“| want to make sure there are people 
like me, meaning Chicano people 
who are out there making sure things 
like that don’t happen to Chicano 
Afncan-American, or Asian-Ameri 
can students,” Lopez said 

According to Lopez the most dif 
ficult part of his job is not having 
chough time to help everyone I 
help a lot of people but there just 
aren 'tenough hours in the day forme 
to help everyone the way | would like 
to,” Lopez said 

For now Lopez will continue to 
concentrate on his Career as an ad 
visor, but he has a goal of becom 
ing a teacher 

“T want to teach al some point in 
the future, but | keep going back and 
forth in my mind on what level, 
Lopez said. “One day | want to be an 
elementary teacher, then | want to be a 
high school teacher, and someumes | 
want to be a college professor.’

Kimenyi, who has lived in the 
United States for almost 
went home last summer for the 
first time since coming here to 
attend college at UCLA on a 
Fulbright Scholarship 

He wasn'tallowed in his coun- 
try all those years because he is 
Tutsi and the opposing govern- | 
ment, run by the Hutus, wouldn't | 
let him come back 

Kimenyi traveled across his 
country to see if things were as 
bad as they had been reported in| 
the media. “! couldn't see any 
body that I knew because they 
had all been killed,” Kimeny: 
said. “Il want to write a book 
about the genocides in Rwanda 
and continue to make people 
aware of the situation there 
through lectures and through 
writing articles.”
